The Fourth Ward. 

Morrow led handsomely in the fourth. His 
yote was 164, Perkerson following with 84. 

For tax receiver the new ticket led again.

Ryan 128, Payne 119.

The Fifth Ward. 

In the fifth ward 448 votes were cast, and 
throughout the day there was a large crowd 
around the yoting place. At times the rush 
was héavy, and then again there were few 
around the ballot box. 

For sheriff, Morrow carried the ward by an 
even 150, while Mr. Payne took it by 110. Mr. 
Loyd beat Mr. Armistead 88. Nothing of in- 
terest occurred during the day. 

The Sixth Ward. 

Seven hundred and three votes were cast in 
the sixth ward. ! 

The crowd around the precinct was heavy 
all day, and the greatest interest was apparent 
from the opening to the ending. Mr. Morrow 
carried the ward by 182. Mr. Loyd’s majority 
over Mr. Armistead was 42, while Mr. Payne 
beat Mr. Ryan 318.

Will Run Their Own StockYards. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., October 14.—The in- 
tended extension of its business by the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance of the southwest was discovered 
today when it was learned that they are to 
establish an independent stockyard in Kan- 
sas City. Missouri, Texas, Nebraska and 
Iowa are back of the scheme. Fifty acres of 
land adjourning the present stockyvards is the 
site of the new yards. By maintaining their 
own yards, the farmers believe they can save 
much money in marketing their cattle by 
doing away with the commission men and a 


great part of the other expenses. 


The Standard Oil Monopoly. 


Fixptay, O., October 14—The Standard 
Oil Company has again reduced the price of 
Buckeye oil and is paying but 324 cents for 
the product, a drop of 5 cents on the barrel 
within two weeks. This depreciation causes a 
loss of $50 on every 1,000 barrels to the producer, 
while the Standard saves by the operation in 
the Ohio field alone $45,000 a month. The 
Standard now has the field in its power and is 
absolute master of prices.

LEADYVILLE, Col., October 14.—A terrible 
explosion was reported at the Ivanhoe-Kusk 
tunnel, on the Midland railway, thirty miles 
west of here, at 11 o’clock this morning. One. 
of the workmen entering the tunnel with a 
box of giant powder removed one of the sticks 
and accidentally knocked it against the wall. 
It exploded, killing him and frightfully man- 
gled his body. The force of the explosion 
caused an entire box of powder to explode 
with terrific force, killing a man who was | 
working near and badly injuring eight others,” 
six of whom will die. 


A Stage Robber Caught. 


Ux1A, Cal., October 14.—An overland stage 
was robbed Sunday night, eighteen miles north 
of this place.

While the robber was cutting the mail sacks 
open, Driver McDaniels snapped a pistol at 
him, but it would not go off. he robber re- 
treated, fired two shots at the driver, neither 
of which took effect. The robber was caught 
at Cloverdale yesterday afternoon. He proved 
to bea boy about eighteen years old and a4 
stranger in this community. He traveled over 
sixty miles on foot before captured. He suc- 
ceeded in getting about $100 from the stage, 
and admitted that he committed the crime.

The 
governor sent a message in which he sets forth 
that the session was called because of the 
deplorable condition of public service at Cin- 
cinnati and for the purpose of securing neces- 
sary legislation to give the people an oppor- 
tunity to select members of certain boards at 
the November election.

PHENOMENAL TIME MADE BY A 
, RAILROAD 


FROM WASHINGTON TO NEW YORK. 


The Washington dents Given sa 
Ride Which =. Split the At- 
mosphere—Very Exciting. 


Wasuingroms, October 14.—[Special.]— 
Every yoar the Washington newspaper corres- 
pondents are tendered one or two pleasant 
trips by some of the railroads. There was one 
last Saturday and Sunday. The correspond- 
ents and their families were the guests of the 
“Royal Blue Line.” Itis the new route be- 
tween Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia 
and New York, over the Baltimore and Ohio, 


New Jersey railroads. These roads have com- 
bined and now run between Washington and 
New York, via Baltimore and Philadelphia, 
the fastest train in America. The regular 
schedule time is five hours; the distance about 
two hundred and (forty miles. The 
trains are composed entirely of Pullman 
made day coaches, with all the most 


1 modern conveniences. 


THE TIME MADE. 

It was on one of these trains that the Wash- 
ington correspondent’s party were carried to 
JNew York. The train left Washington at 7 :20 
o'clock in the morning,making the run to Balti- 
more, forty-one miles, in thirty-nine minutes, 
and to Philade! phia,150 miles, in two hoursand 
forty-five minutes, or 165 miles, including the 
Sight minutes lost in crossing the bay at 
Baltimore on the immense boat which car- 
riesa train of six cars without dividing them. 

At Philadelphia a fifteen minutes’ stop was 
made, the train being that much ahead of 
time. Between Philadelphia and New York 
mile after mile was run in fifty 
seconds without a jar or a lurch, and 
that distance—ninety miles, including a stop— 
was made in ninety-five minutes. The full 
time between Washington and New York was 
made in four hours and thirty-five minutes. 
Deducting twenty-five minutes for stops and 
crossing the bay at Baltimore, the actual run- 
ning time was four hours and ten minutes, or 
250 minutes to travel about 240 miles. 

THE ENTERTAINMENT. 

On the train all manner of delicacies, in- 
cluding wine and cigars, were served from the 
dining car in front. At Jersey City the party 
took one of the New Jersey Central’s hand- 
some steamers, went up East river and then 
back down around the harbor through the 
Narrows and out as far as Sandy Hook. 

A DREAM OF BEAUTY. 

Returning to New York the party was en- 
tertained at the New Plaza _ hotel, on 
Fifty-ninth street and Fifth avenue, 
which is the newest and hagd- 
somest hotel in New Vork city. The intefior 
is said to be more costly than the famous 
Ponce de Leon at St. Augustine. Indeed, the 
hotel is a perfect dream of beanty throughout. 
The parlors are hung in delicate shades of 
pink and blue damask satin, while the por- 
tierres are of olive and pink plush. The fur- 
niture is of the rarest and most unique styles, 
the groundwork being of white satin, with 
Persian figures and flowers of many 
colors over it. The walls and 
ceiling of the dining hall are 
hand-painted representing mythological char- 
acters. The reception room is decorated with 
the handsomest oil paintings. Indeed every- 
thing in the hotel is magnificent. Even the 
furniture in the bedrooms is of handsomely 
carved mahogany with antique brass trim- 
mings. The rooms are arranged en suite with 
bathrooms. The bathrooms have tiled floors 
and white tiled wainscotting. 

The table service is delightful. Dinner 
each day consists of some twenty courses. The 
china is the most beautifully decorated 
dresden, while the dishes are all of silver. 

THE RETURN TRIP. 

The correspondents returned in the 
same special train on Sunday 
afternoon, making the trip back to Washing- 
ton in the regular five-hour schedule. 

The trip throughout was thoroughly enjoyed 
The railroad companies simply spread them, 
selves.

WASHINGTON, October 14.—Arrangments 
for Justice Miller’s funeral were completed 
tonight. The services will take place Thurs- 
day afternoon in the supreme court room, at 
the capitol, andin accordance with Mrs. Mil- 
ler’s desires. The ceremonies will be of the 
ee character. Rev. Dr. Chippen, pastor 
of the Unitarian church in this city, will con- 
duct the services, after which Rev. Dr. Bart- 
lett, of New York Avenue Presbyterian church, 
will deliver a brief address. 

At the conclusion of the services the remains 
will be placedin aspecial car attached to a 
regular train of the Pennsylvania railroad for 
Keokuk, Iowa, where they will arrive Sunday 
morning. The funeral at Keokukwill take 
place from the Unitarian church immediately 
after the arrival of the train, and the remains 
will be interred in the family burying ground.

Lonpon, October 14.—The Standard; com- 
menting 6n the fluctuations in consols, says it 
has not been equalled since the Crimean war, 
and adds: 

The argument that the market is unsound is 
plausible, but shallow. Consols are weak for the 
Same reason that colonial inscribed stocks are 
weak ; because they are now among the syndicated 
securities. {Mr. Goschen has dislodged them from 
investinent in nooks and crannies, where they 
had been stored for years, perhaps. ‘The general 
consols and stock thus thrown upon the world 
never found home. Again, dear money and 
higher rate of interest obtainable elsewhere, com- 
pelled or tempted temporary holders to sell. 

The Times, in its financial article, gives 
similar reasons and attributes part of the de- 
cline in securities generally to exaggerated 
notions regarding the American silver act-—to 
over-purchases because of that act.

ODIST CONFERENCE. 


THE DOCTOR NOW UNDER TRIAL. 


The Decisions of Bishop Hargrove Fought 
Very Bitterly, but He Finally 
Passes Every Point. 


PuLasK!, Tenn., October 14.—[{Special.}~— 
Today’s session of the Tennessee Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church South was 
a most lively one. 

The case of Rev. D. C. Kelley, prohibition 
candidate for governor, was one of all absorb- 
ing interest, and the conference hall was 
crowded. 

As shown by yesterday’s vote, the sentiment 
of the conferéiice is overwhelmingly in Dr. 


} Kelley’s favor, and Bishop Hargrove’s execu- 


tion of the church law was resisted at every 
step. 
BISHOP HARGROVE’S DECISION. 

Bishop Hargrove this morning decided all 
the questions of law which were raised yester- 
day as to the manner of choosing the trial 
committee against the accused., This involved 
agreat deal,as the conference would have - 
chosen a committee that would clear 
Dr. Kelley, while one selected 
by the bishop would probably 
convict him of the charge of having left his 
work. Exceptions were taken to the rulings. 

Rev. B. F. Haynes offered a resolution 
claiming the right for the conference to select 
. the committee. 

This was ruled ont of order. 

A protest against this “‘in the interest of the 
rights of the 1,000 of faithful local itinerant 
preachers, and in the name of fairness, justice 
and Methodist law,” was filed. 

Mr. Haynes then offered a resolucion ap- 
pealing to the college of bishops against these 
rulings, and it was adopted by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. 

OTHER PROTESTS FILED. 

Another protest signed by over one-half the 
members of the conference, was then filed. 
This protest took exceptions to every ruling of 
the bishop. The main point was that the con- 
ference had been deprived of its power over 
D. C. Kelley, and that the bishop had appointed 
on the committee of inquiry, men who had 
already announced their opinion, 

THE TRIAL PROCEEDS. 

Bishop Hargrove then announced the come 
mittee of trial, consisting of thirteen members, 
eight of whom are known to be against Dr. 
Kelley, and five for him. This committee 
immediately went into secret session, and the 
conference adjourned to meet at 9 o'clock 
tonight, when a report is expected. 

The committee having Dr. Kelley on. trial 
was not ready to report at 9 o’clock, so, there- 
fore, it adjourned until tomorrow morning.

ROME. ° 


He Takes for His Text the Parting Words of 
David to Solomon, and Discusses the 
Attribates of the Strong Man. 


Roms, Ga., October 14.—[Special.}—The 
Methodists held two great services Sunday in 
their handsome Fourth avenue church. Great 
congregations attended both services. The 
services were very attractive. 

Rey. Sam P. Jones delivered the morning 
sermon. So great was the congreggtion that 
the aisles of the church were completely filled 


get into the church, but went to otherchurches 
of the city. @Mr. Jones usually holds his serv- 
ices in Rome, in his tabernacle, but yesterday 
the taberanacle was filled with bales of cotton 
of the Howell Cotton Company. 

The whole congregation joined in 
singing the hymn, “Nearer, My God, 
to Thee.”’ Mr. Jones’s text was: ‘‘Be thou 
strong, therefore, and shew thyself a man.’’ 
Mr. Jones pictured the scene of the death of 
David, and his dying words to Solomon. He 
spoke of the character of a strong man—a 
character both positive and negative—that 
could give blows like a hammer, and could re- 
ceive them like an anvil. A character like a 
man-of-war covered with steel that no ball 
could even dent. Yetit couldsink nearly 
every other vessel afloat. Mr. Jones gave ex- 
pression to many witticisms, and several times 
the congregation laughed without much re- 
straint. 

Mr. Jones, in speaking of prohibition, said: 
“Tf the north could fight to abolish slavery, 
cannot the prohibitionists fight on a moral 
question where more ‘s involved? The speaker 
said the day would come when alcohol could 
no longer be the ruler of the country; that 
such a war was being waged, and that the 
demon would fall before it.’’ 

Mr. Jones told the anecdote of an old woman 
who said: ‘‘Well, I have a great many friends 
on both sides of this question and I am just 
going to remain nuisance, and my 
friends’ people who don’t stand anywhere 
are nuisances. The old woman was right.’ 
Among other things saidin reference to pen- 
sioning 500,000 yankees, he said I told them 
up north if we had known we had wounded 
that many we would have made another 
rally. 

When he was north they told 
him at one place he could preach 
but he must not talk about politics. He re- 
plied that he was doing his own preaching, 
and that he owned his mouth, and if they 
didn’t like what he said just point out the 
train and he would get aboard. 

Mr. Jones said he was coming to Rome and 
help the prohibitionists fight next time the 
election came off. That he wanted 
to see churchmen take a stand. Thatin the 
United States there were 60,000,000 of ladies 
and gentlemen; but my, my, how few men 
and women! That we wanted more men and 
more women who would take a stand. That 
there was not a single peg-leg negro in 
Cartersville who didn’t know how he stood on 
every moral question, and if you could find 
one who didn’t know he would give hima 
wool hat. 

Mr. Jones took up a collection for missions, 
and succeeded in raising a good amount. 

Mr. Jones held the closest attention of all 
present. The humorous vein he was in 
brought forth peals of laughter such as never 
before had that new structure heard. Sam 
Jones is a great man in Rome.

REV. SAM P. JONES |THE COTTON RECEIPTS 


SHOW THE WONDERFUL GROWTH OF 
| ' AMERICUS. 


A Gain of Thirty-Six Per Cent in One Year 
Gives Evidence that Americus Is 
Growing Very Solid. 


Americus, Ga., October 14.—[Special.]— 
The growth of business in Americus is shown 
by the comparative figures of cotton receipts 
by our warehouses and compresses. 

On October 13, 1889, the cotton receipts to 
date were 21,230 bales; October 13, 1890, they 
were 28,863 bales, showing an increase of 
7,633 bales, or over 36 per cent. 

This is not attributable. to any difference in 
seasons in favor of this year; on the contrary, 
there has been a great deal more of unfayora- 
ble weather to date this year than last, the 
effect of which has been to retard picking. 

The outlook now is that the cotton receipts 
will reach 80.000 bales this season; as the 
rates of freight from Americus are 
more favorable than heretofore, and 
the better prices that are consequently 
paid, will naturally draw cotton from other 
territory. 

Though no official action has yet been taken 
by the alliances, there is a strong disposition 
on the part of many alliancemen to hold back 
their cotton for better prices, especially those 
who are able to do so. 

In view of the activity of manufacturing all 
over the cotton world, and the short stocks at 
the beginning of this season, thereis a belief 
that cotton ought to bring 10 cents in the in- 
terior markets; and that it will do so if not 
forced upon the market now, is having its 
weight in the minds of many intelligent farm- 
ers, and it need not surprise the public if the 
alliances in Georgia take the matter officially 
in hand and attempt to hold back a portion of 
the crop.

Mr. Halstead’s “If.” 

When it comes to making a ponderous 
point, Editor Murat Halstead, who is editing 
a country paper in Brooklyn, while waiting 
for a congressional vindication .of J. Bb. 
Foraker, is not easily. surpasséd. As a 
specimen, we print the following, which is 
worthy of attention: 

If it be true thatthe McKinley tariff is simply 
a vast scheme of taxing the people in behalf of 
yuone;olisis, and to provide for trusts sheltered 
geainst fore'cn competition, and if the American 
consurers are to repay the revenue poured into 
tie custo houses by the importers, why are the 
poops of other nations interested at all? What 
are they complaining about in Germany, England, 
France, Spain and Canada? If the American 
peo, le are taxing themselves for the he!p of the 
monopolists, why should the European and Cana- 
dian brethren talk about retaliation? What have 
they got to retaliate about? 

This is excrutiating. Noone knows bet- 
ter than Mr. Halstead that even under the 
heavy schedules of the war tariff there was 
a market here for certain lines of foreign 
goods. Now that these markets have been 
shut off, it is natural that the foreign manu- 
facturers should feel an interest in the mat- 
ter. 3 

But what does their interest amount to, 
compared with that of the people of this 
country, out of whose pockets come the in- 
creased taxation levied by the McKinley 
law—a law that was framed by the million- 
aire manufacturers and monopolists  ex- 
clusively in their own interest. The peo- 
ple-—the _tax-payers—those on whom the 
burden of this most iniquitous law must 
fall, were not consulted at all. 

It may be true that many dealers, taking 
advantage of the ignorance of their custom- 
ers, may make a fraudulent use of the new 
law in charging higher prices for their goods, 
but they cannot deceive the newspapers. 
Mr. Halstead knows as well as anyone, how- 
ever, that there is an advance in all lines of 
goods that have been touched by the McKin- 
ley tariff, and he knows, too, that this ad- 
vancc is in the nature of atax on the people 
who buy. 

The advertisements and circulars of the 
wholesale and retail dealers of the country 
te)] the whole infamous story of robbery 
that passes under the name of taxation. 
Mr. Halstead and his party may be able to 
deceive the people in this matter, but if 
they succeed then the people deserve to be 
deceived. 


Some Lottery Literature. 

There are some curious phases about the 
new lottery law to which The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat invites attention. It is 
evident that the law is being enforced in the 
south, but the north and west are paying 
very little attention to it. 

It is said that in Sioux City, Ia., they 
are running a lottery for the benefit of the 
great Corn Palace, and that the postoffice 
department has entered no protest. 

Attention is also called to the fact Frank 
Leslie’s Mlustrated Newspaper is running 
an advertisement of a German lottery, which 
has offices in New York, Boston, Chicago 
and St. Louis. In reference to this The 
Fimes-Democrat says: 

This advertisement has been runuing in Frank 
Leslie's ever since the anti-lottery law was passed, 
and is stillrunning. It has not caused the post- 
office department io interfere with the paper in 
the mails. Why? Because it is published in the 
north, and the law is intended to be operated only 
in this section, and because Frank Leslie’s isa 
stalwart republican paperandis run jointly by 
Russell Harrison, the president’s son, and Arkell, 
the editor ot Judge and a prominent man in the 
republican party. The law has been violated a 
thousand times by the president’s ton, but not 
one of his papers has been stopped, and he is, 
apparently, authorized to go on publishing any

bles the editions of southern newspapers out 


of his mails because they contain legitinmte 
inducements to subscribers, but-“permits the 
publication of genuine lottery advertisements 
in republican newspapers, which pass un- 
challenged through the mails.

DISCRIMINATING AGAINST AMERICUS: 


The Central Railroad Accused of Refusing 
. Cars. 

Americus, Ga., October 14.—[Special.]—If 
the reports from the Alabama coal mines are 
correct, the Central railroad has declared a 
coal boycott against Americus, so far as the 
use of its coal cars and lines are concerned, 
Last night one of the manufacturing establish- 
ments, which uses probably more coal than 
any other here, received a telegram from Bir- 
mingham,in reply to aninquiry why coal 
ordered was not being shipped, which said: 
‘Your coal has not been shipped because the 
Central railroad has refused to furnish us cars 
to ship coal to Americus.”’ 

This will compel shipment by an indirect 
route, at a much higher rate and larger terms ; 
but satisfactory arrangements will no doubt be 
arranged at once by the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad with its connections, 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and 
the Georgia Pacific, by which this obstacle can 
be overcome. Itis rumored that an attempt
